Compulsory: Education. 


A bill to render education compulsory has 
passed the Dlinois House ot Representatives 
by a vote of cighty-#even to forty-three. The 
Dill provides that children between the age of 
nine and fourteen shall bo sent to school at 
least chree months ina year, of which six 
weeks shall be consecutive 5 that they shall 
be taught reading, writing, Euglish grammar, 
geography aud arithmetic ; that the school 
directors eall supply hooks, and the overseer 
of the poor clothes to indigent children ; that 
the directors shall prosecute parents and 
guardians who failto send their children to 
echool, and that thoy may be fined from §1 to 
$5a webk during thirteen weeks, Tnero 
would seem to be need enough for this mea- 
gure in Llinois, from the fact that there are 
4,175 children of school age in that State who

"Our readers know that the abalone meat is 
a prized delicacy of the Chinaman, and that 
the shell of the abaloue, when properly polish- 
ed, is one of the most fanciful and beautiful 
things in nature, The abalones are yenorally 
sought lower down tlie- coast, but are also 
fouad in the ueighLorhood of San Diego.

It was neces#ary to put on end to 
this by chastising the miscreant conspira- 
tors, Thos. Scott, one of the most/ danger 
ous partizans of Schultz, Macdougall and 
Dennis, had been imprisoned in December. 
A short time afterwards he escaped and 
took refuge at Portage Laprairie, At the 
yery moment of thé meeting of delegates 
Scott'came from the Portage with 4 band 
of men armed for reyolt, and throughout a 
distance of forty miles, forced « number of 
peaceable citizens to take arms and follow 
him. Hethen sought to seize the person 
of tho President of the Provisional Goyern- 
ment ina house where vhe latter usually 
resided, but failing in this, joined the tuy 
multuous assembly of whites and Indians 
under Dr, Schultz, whore the unfortunate 
Sutherland and Parisien were assassinated, 
Scott was once more among tho mon cap; 
tured under the orders of Boulton, Thus 
imprisoned a second timo, he distinguished 
himself by his violeuce, and on the Ist 
March, together with Mr. McLwod, he 
rushed on their guards, and called on their 
companions to do the same, The half 
breeds, indignant at this treatment, drag- 
ged Scott outside, and were about toim:

All this is very 
true and yery just. There is not a 
single substantial argument to the con- 
travy. All classes of citizens, without 
respect of persons, should be compelled 
to pay their debts, through a process of 
law if necessary, and as the garnishee is 
one of the least expensive processes, we 
don’t see why that process should be cur- 
tailed in individual cases—unless it be 
with a single purpose, viz: to prevent 
all these clusses obtaining cvedit. From 
that point of view and fiom that point 
alone we favor Mr. Meredith's Bill, Tt 
were be better for community, better for 
business, men and better for men em- 
ployed, (which in a general way includes 
all the classes to obtain advantage from 
the specious legislation proposed), if no 
debts were contracted at all. And since 
this would be the sweeping effect of the 
measure, if a law were passed making 
debts against entployees uncollectable by 
legal process, it would be u much more 
effective way of reaching the same re- 
sult and do away with circamlocation in 
the bargain. Debts would then become 
debts of honor, the same as liquor bills, 
and Division Court -machinery might be 
cut off and half the Judges shelved and 
a general reyolution worked in the 
science of barter and sale. ‘This tinker 
ing with amachine which might better 
be thrown away is bad policy in politics 
asin mechanics. Tho tailor might sell 
his coats, the shoe-maker his boots, the 
butcher his meat, the hozier his socks 
and the hatter his hats on honor and col- 
lect a much larger proportion of his 
claims than he now does, He ‘would 
then exercise more caution with those in 
whom he had confidence and others 


would necessarily depend on the com-}) 


mendation of friends in their own sphere 
in life whom they would not be so likely 
to deceive as they would a dealer who is 
looked upon, in some cases, as the agent 
of somebody elsein Montreal or Eng- 
land who in turnis likely, after all, to 
stand the brunt of any losses that accrue. 
But all this aside, We see no necessity 
of specious legislation in this direction. 
Tt is nota compliment to employees to 
propose it, and would not tend to mor- 
ality in trade or security to any class if 
it were law. As a.rule the working 
classes are the safest people in this coun- 
try to deal wich, the most likely to pay 
their debts, the least likely to suffer 
through sharp practices, and altogether 
—we state it deliberately—the most 
happy and mosv easily manyged. If 
Mr. Meredith or any other member of 
Parliiment could suggest an act and 
secure its pussage to make the average 
“snob” who infests all communities pay 
his debts, it would be hailed with de- 
light—being careful ina special clause 
to provide for washer-wowen, Here is 
a field for the exhibition of native talent ; 
here is a chance for the legislator who 
loves to string his list of Bills about his 
neck asan Indian strings his scalps. 
These legal tinkers must have something 
todo; why not suggest for them some- 
thing useful.

Dairymen’s Convention. 


THURSDAY, 
AYTHRNOON SBRSSION, 

Shortly after two o'clock the Convention 
roussemblod, 

After the dispoual of a few routine mat 
tora Professor J, B, Arnold, Secretary of 
the Amorican Dairymen’s Association, 
Rochester, procecded to addreas the Con- 
vention. He remarked that Oanadian 
cheese excolled it its keoping qualities, and 
American in its flavour and texture. He 
suggosted, as 4 moans of posting factory- 
menas to the quality their goods should 
show, that buyers should go about among 
them more and discuss with thenmmatters 
relating to cheese muking. Another good 
idea would be to exhibit at dairymen’s con 
vontions samplos of standard cheese, Ho 
also commended the holding of cheeso fairs. 
Ho went on to say that good cheero could 
not be made from bad milk, but less do- 
pended on the quality of the milk than was 
generally supposed, Tho important thing 
was to have it free from objectionable taints 
and in a healthy condition. Tainted milk 
was genorully identified with hot weather, 
which caused tho cow to become fevered,

but this was not the only cause of fever. 
Scarce or bad water and too rich food 
were also among the causes. In taint 
he did not mean td include the deviation 
from its natural ftavour occasioned by the 
use of turnips or cabbage or other strong 
smelling or tasting foods that carry their 
odours orflayouvs into the milk, He only 
meant that peculiar smell which in its ex- 
treme development produced floating 
curds, ‘lo keep cows in good health ho rer 
commended the planting of shade treez in 
their pastures, and the supplying of them 
plenty of good water. He asserted that 
not a drop of which had been taken from 
hay milk should ever be used in making 
cheese, Indeed it would be well if facto- 
ries could entirely suspend the making of 
cheese for a time, while cattle were feed- 
ing on hay. Milk from cattle pastured on 
dry ground did not cure as easily as that 
of cattle pastured on moist ground, but 
keep longer. Land in the cheese produc- 
ing districts of Canada was of a dry nature, 
hence the reputation of our cheese for its 
keeping qualities as compared with that 
manufactured in the States. The cause of 
this dryness of svil was the continual 
ploughing it had undergone’for a long time 
in its preparation for the growing of grain, 
Owing to this quality of the ground our 
cheese would not bearthe same amount of 
acid as cheese manufactured in Herkimer 
County, N. Y., where the pastures were 
moist, MOP ISs 

A member asked if the cream which 
rises on milk at night could not be manu- 
factured into cheese, { = 

Prof. Arnold suid that depended on the 
manner in which it was worked up. If the 
cream were put into the strainer before 
the morning's milk was strained and wash: 
ed through by the latter, and then the 
whole well stirred up when the rennet was 
put in, and only avery few minutes allow- 
ed for coagulation, it might be so used, He 
also sajd the cream which was on the milk 
ut the houses of patrons when it was called 
for could be used in that way. In reply to 
other questions he said that hard cured 
required leas salting than the other, and 
that in order to get rid of the taint in im: 
pure milk, it was necessary to beat it above 
60 degrees, but if the milk Was) liable to 
sour he would cvolit down to 50 degrees, 
Heconsidered that good cheese could be 
made from Saturday night's milk immedi- 
ately it was brought in, by first heating it 
up, to about 188 or perhaps 198, then using 
only a small quantity of rennet but a pretty 
strong acid and afterwards cooling it 
thoroughly and salting it pretty well, If 
milk was tainted it would be best to skim 
it because the taint would be chiefly in the 
cream. If the cheeses made was naturally 
hard, however, and it was difkoult to yive 
it a good texture, as in Canada, skimming 
would be tho worst thing that could be done, 
He was satisfied there would be no difficulty 
in keeping Saturday night's milk over until 
Monday if plenty of cold water was ayail- 
able. 

A vote of thanks was accorded the Pro- 
fessor for his interesting address, 

The Finance report was received and 
read. It contained littloof any especial 
public interost,aud was passed unanimously, 

The question drawer was then openod, 
and the many quories\insertod during the 
session taken up and answored in succest 
sion, tho replies being framed in explicit 
aud satisfactory manner, 

Among the points brought out was one 
to the effect that experienco liad shown 
that il was possible to haye good mille aud 
only brig it'to tho factories oncéa diay.

THE RESULT OF JEALOUSY.

.or three hours with tho rival lover, a 
Lorimier becoming acquainted of this; went 
straight to his room at the hotel, burning 
with jealousy, and his heart sick with his 
many trovbles. ‘This was about half-past r 
twelve o'clock ut midnight, and shortly af: 
ter the report of a pistol was-beard, follow- 
ed by afalland moans. Mr. E. M. Hall 
a gentleman boarding at the hotel, entered 
the room at once, and found Lorimier lying 
on the floor, with blood ffowing from a) 
wound and a fiye-chambered pea bullet 
French saloon pistol on the table. Dr. 
Major waa at once called, who, on exam- 
ination found that a wound had been’ re- 
ceived half an inch aboye the left nipple, 
and probing traced it to the left for about 
two inches, but the course of the bullet 
was then lost. The patient was insensible 
for half an hour, and, on becoming con: 
scious, related the above facts, acknowledg- 
ing that he had committed the deed, He 
manifested no regret at his action, only 
saying *! N’Importe /” and frequently asked 
how long he would live. As his condition 
was very critical, a Roman Catholio priest 
was auimmoned, who administertd the rites 
of his church. He then ‘slept for two or 
three hours, waking at intervals and speak: 
ing wildly, and showed considerable excite- 
ment, Yesterday morning Dr. Major 
again visited him, and found that he was 
improved. As Lorimier was acquainted 
with Mgr. Fabre he was taken to the Hotel 
Dieu between three and four o'clock in»the 
afterhoon. Up to late last night we learn 
that he is still living, although in a yery 
precarious state.—Montreal Herald,

ness of land’ at a comparatively recent 
period. Even in the oldest parts of the 
country mechanics and laborers from the 
old world haye taken 10 farming with a 
view to founding homes and gaining inde- 
pendence. They have succeeded in these 
worthy and important objects, but have 
Hever mastered farming as a business. 
Hence many of their methods are crude 
and unscientific, Those who pursue them 
-never heard, perhaps, of agricultural chem- 
istry, and are prejudiced against ** book 
farminy.” We have a goodly proportion 
of excellent practical farmers, but many of 
these cannot explain the why and the 
wherefore of their methods. A few scien- 


tific old country farmers may be found here ~ 


and there, but they are too apt to persist 
in the idea that everything must be done 
here precisely as in the old country. They 
bave travelled too long in a certain deep, 
well worn rut, to get out of it very willing. 
ly and readily. Itis difficult to accommo- 
date themselves to altered circumstances,” 
and to adapt their methods to the wants of 
anew country. On the whole, our farm. 
ing, though in the aggregate it brings in a 
large amount of wealth, does not corres- 
pond with our advantages. It is too care- 
less and slovenly, too much the result of 
old and rooted habits, anl not enough 
based on an intelligent knowledge of the 
principles cn which really good farming 
ought to be founded. Oar agricultural 
population are a reading, intelligent people, 

nut they do not réad much in their own 
line. hey seem to fancy that there is 
nothing more to learn in connection with 
the calling on which they ara dep :ndent 
for a living. We question if one in ten 
of our farmers take an agricultural paper, 
and books of that class can be found in 
but few farm-houses. Our average yield 


of crops per acre is discreditably small. We = 


have not yet learned the value of root 
crops, stock raising, sheep husbandry or 
dairy farming. Exceptions there are to 
the application of these observations, but 


Our country homes are, for the most part, 
bare and urinviting places ; a farm garden 


is seldom to be seen; any thing like orna- _ 


mental grounds are confined to suburban 
Villas, or the residences of gentleman far- 
mers who do not expect to make agricul- 
ture pay. And for reasons partially 
shadowed forth in the foregoing remarks, 
farming is, to a considerable extent, a des- 
pised vocation, which is relegated to the 
ignorant and to those who have no aspira: 
tions and ambitions beyond a comfortable — 
subsistence. Our brightest and most pro- 
mising young men abandon the farm and 


crowd to the towns and cities to engaye in 


business, and enter the professions. Prac- 
tically, agriculture is deposed from the 
high position it deserves to occupy, and is 
looked upon as a mean business. The son 
who goes from home and wins an M, D., 
or becomes a prosperous merchant, is the 
member of the family who sheds lustre on 
his early home, ani makes his relations 
proud of him. ‘To become an intelligent, 
successful farmer isa dignity few young 
men at all COvet, It is rather an imprison- 
ment and a hardship to be chained to life 
on a farm, 

Without disparaging what has been done 
by the pioneers of Canadian tarming, or 
belittling the importance of those contri- 
butions to the national wealth which flow 
in from the patent ussiduities of agricultur- 
al toilers, we feel persuaded that the time 
has fully come to make a strennous effort in 
the direction of rural improvement. We 
need and must haye better farming. There 
must be loss of surface scratching, ana 
thorough tillers of the soil must ‘* plough 
deep while sluggards sleep.” We must 
raise fewer weeds and larger crops. Mr. 
hirton’s thistle bill, or som» other more 
effectual exterminator of the vegetable 
pest, must go into earnest operation.« Our 
farmers must learn their business, for it is 
‘o business, and needs to bs studied and 
mastered like any other, We must fill 
with smart, capable students tho Agricul: 
tural College about to be opened. A wider 
circulation must bo got for first-class farm 
journals. Our newspapers must give agrl 
culture more conspicuous notice, and more 
efficient help, calling attention to farmers 
clubs, agricultural principles and facts, 
and the various improvements of tho day. 
Efforts must bo made to render country life 
attractive, and to attach young people to 
rural homes and rural pursuits. ie 
ifest destiny” has made us an agrioultur 
people, and wo should aspire to distinction 
as such. Wo havo much to be proud of 
already, and only nood to improve our al 
vantagos and be true to oursolves, to pass 
into the foremost rank of agriculturists.

Clover Koots as Manure. —

It bas been found that the roots of a 
good crop of red clover leftia an acre of 
land after the removal of the erop weigh 
7,580 pounds, or from threo to three ° 
a half tons. Tho samo examination gavo — 
tho weight of an acre of rye roots at 3,400 
pounds, (A similar experiment gave the 
woight of an acre of the roots\of alfalfa at 
over fivo tons.) Allofthis matter is of 
course valuable for the uso of such crops as 
muy be grown during or after its deoompor 
sition, ‘Tho well known superiority of 
clover as a manuring crop, however, is nok. 
duo alone to the greater amount of organic 
matter, taken mainly from the atinoaphere,

But dirty streets is an old grievance, the 
sensation of the day being the destitution 
of our poorer classes, One of the news- 
papers, ever on the alert for a good adver- 
tisement, has gone in for the poor and 
opened soup kitchens, as though we, were 
all starving in consequence of a famine. 
When the first kitchen began operations, 
the residents of the neighborhood lost. all 
of their empty milk pails, left’ out “over 
night for the early milk waggons, 
Lew hUW Wie aU tallow viaciyy “I~ DUT 
abused. That there isa great deal cf un- 
deserved suffering among our poor, there is 
no question ; but it stands to reason that 
unlimited soup wili not cu; 
Poverty is proud, and many # family would 
starve rather than march to a public kitchen’ 
and eat charity meal. Tho original So- 
Cieties are working nubly in visiting the 
poor and relieving cases of actual destitu- 
tion in a practical and sensible*way, so that 
we are inno danger of seeing bread “riots 


or any trouble'of that sort. The fact is 


our laboring classes are being run upon 
themselves. ‘Trade after trade strikes firat 
for higher wages, and secondly in that all 
unite in foreing a reduction in the hours of 
labor. A few years ago when mechanics 
Were receiving fair wages, building was 
active, money was plenty, and rents con- 
tinued to stand about a certain figure, 
Masons, plasterers, carpenters, stone-cut- 
ters, bricklayers, painters, glaziers, irons 
workers, plumbers, pavers, roofers and 
laborers, struck one after the other, until 
they added_20 per cent to the cost of con 
yerting the raw material into buildings, 
and consequently rents went up. Then 
the eight hour law went into operation, 
and as the men insisted upon being paid 
thesame as for ten hours, they added 
another 20 per cont to the cost of building, 
0 you see that a houso that could be put up. 
for $4,000 six years ago, now actually 
costs $5,600, or an increase of fully $400: 
for every $1,000 expended in former times, 
As I have already said,rents went up, how 
could it be otherwise—and the mechanics 
began to feel the effects themselyes, A 
mason ora carpenter when paid $3 per day 
could for a few days’ work get a good 
dwelling for $18 per month, or $200 
per annum, Now that he only works 
eight hours and receives $4 and fre- 
quently $5 per day, ho pays a rent 
of $25 per month, and as rents go up 
so do the prices of provisions, for 
shop keepers must live, and thus the mo- 
chauie pays his share of tho dealers’ increas- 
ad rent, as well as his own. By a very 
simple bit of mental arithmetic any one can 
soo that the present high price of labor is 
really an injury to the working classes, It 
matters little what aman earns ina year, 
it is what he saves that adds to the wealth 
of the nation, aad proves his individual 
prosperity, I know many @ mechanic who 
has less money saved at the end of n yoar 
now'a-days, than he was wont to have in 
the past. Then again work is xcarcor and 
money is not to be earned, for building is 
very slack, and all of the mechanical trades 
suffer alike, Political economists wore well 
awaro of these facts, but it needed tho re. 
cent panic to show the great mass of our 
people the precise situation of affairs. We 
aro already profiting by the lessons of the 
panic in a commercial and financial sense, 
it only needs for the artizan and the laborer 
to accept the lesson in the samo spirit as 
the merchant and the banker, to bring good
